PUENTE BEAN MAN 


URGES LARGE ACREAGE 


^Tn the Banning Record of Thursday, 
December 20, there are letters from 
Reuel Kendall, son of E. A. Kendall. 
The young man is a nephew of the 
Kendalls of this city. He is in France, 
and writes as follows: 


Somewhere in France. 
Dear Folks: 
* , 


How's everything back there in tho 
V. S. A.1 I wonder if it is raining as 
much there as it is here. 
Rain is a 
cold drizzily kind and awfully wet and 
disagreeable. Mud is about four inches 
deep everywhere and guess.always-wall 
he if it don't stop raining. We haven't 
«ur rubber boots yet, but expect them 
soon. Most everybody, including myself, 
is feeling fine except for a cold here 
•and there. Today is Sunday and one 
of our days off, so a couple of us went 
•down to an old mill, made a fire in the 
fireplace and washed our dirty clothes. 
We boiled the dirt out of them and 
•when. >£h.oy were most dry the M. P.'s 
came and aro making a gunnl house of 
-it. It is an old ruin and all shot to 
tho dickens, like most of this whole 
village. I, with a wood detail, went 
into tho -woods yesterday about three 
1 


miles from hero and had some wood 
cut and had. three Frenchmen 
with 
their wagons haul it to the cook shacks. 
We found some wild pears and quinces 
and they tasted fine, oven if they wero 
a little bitter and sour. Fruit, candy, 
and 
American 
tobacco are awfully 
scarce. All the sweet cooking chocolate 
has been bought up by the soldiers. I 
acted upon advice of an old guy in our 
squad and got four cartons of Chester­ 
field cigarettes and put them in my bag 
at Camp Mills. I paid $2.75 for the 
whole forty packages and sold them all 
out at 25 cents a package. Most of it 
is on time or until pay day, but that is 
good when pay day conios. We expect 
it almost any time, as pay day is two 
-weeks past due. 


We are allowed ono blue onvolope a 
week to put our mail in. We put all 
our mail in this envelope and it goes 
direct to tho base censor and is there 
liable to' censorship, though not neces­ 
sarily censored every time. Am sure 
glad I got that sweater as I need it es­ 
pecially at nights. 


Wo had a fine trip across the water, 
"though rathor nerve-racking at a couple 
of times. Don't expect much mail from 
Tne, though I will write as often as pos­ 
sible. Havon't received any mail yet, 
but expect some most any time.

ORANGE ORCHARDS AND BEANS. 


Orange growers will find it very lnneh 
to their advantage to inquire into this 
matter of the raising of beans between 
the rows of trees. There was a return 
of very close to a million dollars for 
the bean crop of the Covina and Pu- 
cnte valley this last year. 


Lady Washington and blackeye beans 
do very well in this valley. They can­ 
not be grown unless they are given 
reasonable care, which includes a lib­ 
eral amount of water for a short per­ 
iod, but if they arc taken care of with 
reasonable intelligence they will bring 
big returns. 


This newspaper got the facts 
last 
year concerning returns of more than 
$10,000 in cash to individual ranchers 
in the Pucntc district. The facts were 
not printed, because of reasons that, 
cannot well be explained just now, but 
the facts remain that there were a num­ 
ber of rnnchers in that district who 
made more money per acre out of beans 
than is made from orange acreage in 
its best condition. 
These cases were 
exceptional, but the whole valley on 
an average returned a profit in beans 
that was astonishing. 


The big profits made last year in 
beans in this valley were due to sev­ 
eral unusnal features—first, the excep­ 
tionally high price paid, which is a

What's in a namct Ordinarily there

some visible evidence. Not everyone can 
spare cash toward the support of the 
many worthy charities that have come 
up since the war and are being support­ 
ed most liberally by nil loyal citizens, 
but everyone can talk right—and there 
are some that are not doing this. To 
the business man whose name denotes 
his nationality wo would say that if you 
have a membership in the Red Cross, 
hang out a sign and let people know it. 
If you have bought a Liberty bond, 
wear a button. When we do not see ony 
of these evidences in sight and ugly 
rumors arc afloat about the remarks you 
have made there is a doubt as to wheth­ 
er you are all right—and the man who 
is not all right is all wrong. 


The fact that men-have been allowed 
to talk about any old way they released 
in the past has unfitted them for times 
like this, and they have not found out 
to do so may cost them their liberty. 


A prominent citizen in a neighboring 
town has been doing a lot of talking 
that would have gotten him shot in the 
enemy's country. His name was drop­ 
ped from the citrus board, the water 
company is running its business with­ 
out him, though he was a valuable man 
for them.

I t is a sad fact that some of the men 
that came to this country in the steer 
age and made good in the way of cash 
are now ready to wreck it and turn it 
over to that bunch that have made op 
portunity a goose-egg in the beloved 
Fatherland. There are men in our midst 
that have been honored and respected, 
and never a doubt came into our minds 
as to their loyalty until this war came 
on, and now we look on them 
with 
doubt, and fear comes into our minds 
that they are not all right. 


I know a German that I am positive 
is a good, loyal American citizen, but 
he is very fond of telling about Prus 
sian discipline and German 
efficiency. 
We don't care to hear that just now. 
This led to a violent quarrel between 
him and ono of his neighbors, and re­ 
cently an officer was looking him up.

No family 
can afford 
to buy 
meat 
until it has bought at least a quart of 
milk a day. 
Wherever possible a q u a r t 
of milk should be provided every day 
.for every child in a family, 
but not 
more t h a n a quart, in order to b r i n g 
about 
a desirable 
diversity 
of 
diet. 
Skimmed 
milk 
costs 
much 
less 
t h a n 
whole 
milk, 
but is as 
useful 
as 
an 
article of food in all respects but fuel 
a n d vitamine content. 
Milk is a cheap 
food at any price, a n d particularly for. 
children, because it not only contributes 
fuel for t h e production of h e a t and the 
doing of work b y the body f b u t contains 
large 
a m o u n t s 
40t 
body-building 
sub­ 
stances—protein a n d minerals—in 
usu­ 
ally useful and easily digested 
forms, 
a n d also vitamines substances 
particu­ 
larly valuable for regulating and pro­ 
moting growth. 


Such is the advice to those who plan 
the 
family 
diet 
given 
by 
Professor 
Agnes F a y Morgan, head of the depart­ 
ment of household science of the Uni­ 
versity of California. 


-Milk compares favorably with 
other 
staple foods, at present prices, in ener­ 
gy-giving value, but as regards 
build­ 
ing material 
value it is practically a 
necessity in the diet of children, and 
compares favorably with all other foods, 
says Dr. Morgan, at any possible price. 


To obtain the energy value which a 
quart of whole milk contains, one would 
have to eat thirteen 
ounces of 
round 
steak, costing 20c" a t present prices; or 


ten 
ounces 
of bread, 
costing 
6c; or 
3 1-5 ounces of butter, costing 10c; or 
eleven eggs, costing 41c; or 17Va ounces 
of 
fresh 
salmon, 
costing 28c; or six 
ounces of cheese, costing 11c, or 7 ounc­ 
es of beans, costing 5c; or 6 ounces of 
sugar 
or of oatmeal, either of 
which 
would 
cost 4c. 


A s t h e source of building., material, 
for building up the growing body of the 
child, or m a i h t a i n g the repair processes 
of 
grown people, milk is superior 
to 
practically all other foods, declares Dr. 
Morgan, in the m a t t e r of its protein, 
or flesh content. 
I n b o t h these respects 
skim milk is just as valuable as whole 
milk. 
To obtain a s much protein 
(or 
flesh 
content) 
as a quart - of skiui OT 
whole, milk contains, one would have to 
buy- 6 ounces of round steak, 
costing 


9c, or 13 ounces of white bread, costing 
8c—but bread is not at all as valuable 
as m i l k , 
a n d not to be advised 
as 
the 
flesh-builder 
for children—or 6 eggs 
costing 2 2 % c ; or S ounces of fresh sal­ 
mon, costing 12c; or 4. ounces of cheese, 
costing 7%c. -However, sixty per cent 
of the proteins in milk would be actu­ 
ally used b y t h e body, as compared with 
only t w e n t y to twenty-five per cent of 
the proteins contained in wheat, 
corn, 
or oats. 


To get as much lime as one obtains 
from a quart of milk, one would have 
to eat 34 pounds of beef; to get as 
much iron, a dozen a n d a half 
eggs; 
or to get as much 
phosphorus, 
t w o 
pounds of bread. 


While those exceedingly valuable sub- 
stunces, the vitamines, 
are found 
in 


fresh meat a n d fish, b^ans, practically 
all 
fresh 
vegetables, 
the 
germs 
of 
grains, and in fruits, h e a t i n g sometimes 
destroys them, a t least changes, them. 
The presence of these vitamines is a b ­ 
solutely necessary for growth and" for. 
the 
maintenance of health. 
Moat 
of 
the .typo of vitamine which is soluble 
in f a t must be obtained b y e a t i n g meat, 
eggs, and milk products, and on account 
of the greater 
efficiency of this 
sub­ 
stance in eggs and milk, largely 
from 
them.
